You 
will think I can speak of nothing hut Russia ; but the 
subject is extremely interesting at this time, when so 
many disclosures are taking place about that myste¬ 
rious empire, and when so much of the fate of liberty 
in Europe depends on the ability of the despotic sove¬ 
reigns to make or to sustain mischief. If intervention 
in Italy can but be prevented, each absolute sovereign 
will have enough to do in coming to an agreement with 
his own subjects, or taking the consequences. At this 
moment, it appears that the King of Naples has departed, 
and can do nothing but take refuge in Spain or Austria : 
that Austria will really do nothing unless attacked : and 
that the French Emperor is at last quiet. No one will 
say for how long; but the speeches of his tools and 
flatterers on occasion of the Councils General indicate 
peaceful intentions at present. Standing, as he does, 
amidst a circle of watchful eyes and ready bayonets, he 
can do nothing but wait. Hia neighbors will hardly 
relax in their vigilance for the rest of his time, whether 
it be long or short. Meanwhile, there is dreary evi¬ 
dence of the continued sinking of the spirit of his people. 
If you have read the speeches at these Councils General, 
you will have been struck with the grossness of the 
adulation of the Emperor—unequalled, I should think, 
between Pekin and Paris ; and the same tone has been 
taken by the citizens of the towns, and the spokesmen 
of the peasantry, wherever the Emperor has passed. 
It is difficult to believe that they ever knew what liberty 
was. But they always did prefer “ glory ” to liberty 
and the welfare which belongs to it: they have been 
told, by a corrupt press, that the Emperor is the man 
to give “ glory ” to France ; and so they have arrived 
at telling him that the weather was bad, and their har¬ 
vest spoiled, because the light of his countenance was 
shining elsewhere. 

We observe that transatlantic newspapers are 
fatiguing themselves in discovering and displaying the 
reasons of the visit of the Prince of Wales to Canada- 
It is even said that he is to rule over a union of British 
colonies in that part of the world, etc., etc. The simple 
truth is, that the people of Canada sent a cordial and 
gratifying invitation to the Queen to go and see them, 
and to open their great bridge. The distance, and the 
existing state of Europe, rendered it impossible for the 
Queen to go; but she met the cordiality halfway by 
proposing to send her son and heir to represent her.

The CAcse d.- the Empire State.—M rs. Lucy N. Col- 
man, of Rochester, in a letter to The Liberator, describ¬ 
ing the recent Reform meeting at Ellenville, takes occa¬ 
sion to speak of the state and prospects of the anti¬ 
slavery cause in this State, as follows :

and it would gratify my pride to see her lead in enact¬ 
ing statute laws of humanity, as she has already led in 
science, literature and art. But I would be just to the 
State of my adoption, and so must say, that, considering 
the labor expended upon her, she has done excellently 


I am one of those who think that domestic affairs are 
not a proper subject for newspapers.

Memphis, Tenn. A few weeks since, he received an order 
at lus Camden depot for fifty copies of The New York Tri¬ 
bune. As a matter of business. Marsh undertook to fill the 
order, and the package arrived in due course of time, while 
he was away at Memphis. It having been noised about 
Camden that The Tribune was about being circulated, 
through the medium—indirectly, however—of Mr. Marsh, a 
committee of three men were appointed to go after Mr. 
Marsh, and bring him back to Camden. Accordingly, they 
proceeded on their mission, and, one night, captured their 
nnsuspecting victim in Memphis, and conveyed him on 
board a steamer, and locked him in a state-room. The 
captain of the boat, on learning their intention, refused to 
convey the party, and they were obliged to convey their 
captive across the river in a yawl. Arriving in Camden, 
Mr. Marsh was arraigned on the charge of circulating 
seditions and incendiary documents, was convicted and sen¬ 
tenced to be hung. Time was, however, given him to send 
for his wife, and permission granted him to procure from 
citizens of St. Louis a certificate of former good character, 
respectability, and loyalty. The wife of Mr. Marsh arrived 
in this city, en route for Camden, and is stopping at Bar- 
num’s Hotel, awaiting the completion of a petition already 
signed by many well-known citizens, of all political parties, 
for the relief of the unfortunate man, whose only crime is 
embraced in the faithful discharge of his business relations. 
Mrs. Marsh will leave for Camden to-day with the petition, 
numerously signed, with the heartfelt prayer of the citizens 
of St. Louis for the safety of her husband from the hands 
of his fanatical fire-eating captors.—St. Louis Express. 

Marsh not Hung.— It will he remembered that we 
some time ago gave the particulars of the kidnapping of a 
man named Marsh, wherein he was forcibly taken in a skiff 
to Arkansas. This morning. Marsh returned to this city 
safe and sound, but looking decidedly the worse for wear;

A Fugitive Slats Excitement. — Henry Ward 
Beecher's protege going back to Washington.—Considerable 
excitement was created on Tuesday morning by a rumor 
that two fugitive slaves had been captured at some dock on 
the East river side. The story was that a colored womaii 
and child had been found secreted on the dock, just landed 
from a steamer; that they said they were waiting for the 
Abolitionists to come and get them, and that they were 
arrested and taken privately to some police station, and a 
notice of the matter sent to the United States Marshal. 

After diligent search our reporter discovered an old 
mulatto woman and a little quadroon girl at the Third 
ward police station, and upon inquiry ascertained the fol¬ 
lowing facts in regard to them. The old woman is a resi¬ 
dent of Washington, D. C., and a free woman. The little 
girl is her granddaughter, and was born a slave, but was 
liberated last winter through the exertions of Rev. H. W.

LETTERS FROM PARIS... No. XXI. 

September 6,1860. 

Since my last letter, I have made a long journey 
through Germany; the whole country is in a state of 
excitement, and the fear of a general European war has 
entered all minds. Governments are preparing for the. 
great struggle. Prussia has doubled her army, and 
one hears of nothing but rifled guns and improved 
artillery. The shooting societies, which always existed 
in Germany, are organizing themselves for military 
purposes, and in a few days there will he a grand 
shooting match in Cologne for all the bands of Ger¬ 
many. There is a fear all along the Rhine that the 
French Emperor will seize the next occasion for annex¬ 
ing these provinces, as he has done Savoy and Nic'e. 
But he will not find it quite as easy a work. Already, 
Prussia and Austria, notwithstanding many reasons of 
enmity, have united together, in order to be ready for 
any external attack. I happened to be in Toptitz a few 
days after the interview between the Prince Regent 
and the Emperor of Austria. A more lovely place yon 
could not imagine; it is situated at the foot of that 
extended ridge of mountains, named tbe Erz-Gebirge, 
which divides Saxony from Bohemia. In the distance, 
this huge mass of mountains rises like a high wall, 
covered with thick pine forests; here and there an old 
tower rises over the highest part of the mountains. 
Nearer the town are other mountains, of a more pic¬ 
turesque character, formed of volcanic rocks. The 
Schlossberg, the nearest of them, is of very easy access, 
and affords on its summit the most splendid view of the 
great basin of Bohemia, which, surrounded as it is with 
mountains on all sides, must appear to inhabitants of 
the moon, if there are any such creatures, as the great 
crater of our satellite appears to us. Toplitz, being a 
bathing place, is full of elegant visitors; among the 
□umber this year were many Austrian officers, wounded 
in the Italian war, and completing their cure in this 
delightful little town. The interview of the two sover¬ 
eigns had created much excitement in this usually quiet 
place; the Prince of Prussia had shown himself pecu¬ 
liarly civil to the wounded Austrian officers, and had 
told them that the time might comewiien the two coun¬ 
tries would, perhaps, have to fight together for the 
sake of Germany itself. I will not tell you what hap¬ 
pened between the two sovereigns, since I am ignorant 
about it, though many people have done so who did not 
know any better than myself; but I will only judge the 
interview by its purely exterior character. Prussia 
had refused to support Austrian tyranny in Italy, and 
had remained neutral during the Italian war; after the 
peace was signed, the young Austrian Emperor wrote 
a manifesto to his people, in which he denounced what 
he called the treacherous conduct of Prussia, and repre¬ 
sented himself as having been abandoned by his natural 
allies. In the interior affairs of the Confederation, 
Prussia has always, since the Prince Regent has taken 
the power in his hands, taken a liberal coarse in oppo¬ 
sition to Austria; and the Parliament of Berlin has 
heard more attacks against the despotic policy of Aus¬ 
tria in the last year than it ever did before. Neverthe¬ 
less the proud Emperor of Austria had to come to 
Toplitz, and to offer his hand to the Prince Regent, in 
the face of all Germany, and to ask for his counsel in 
the terrible crisis in which the Austrian empire is now 
entangled. The Prince, it is said, told him there was 
no remedy for Austria but to enter sincerely into the 
system of reform, and to grant constitutional liberty to 
the people. Austria is certainly making some efforts in 
that direction; in Italy, she assumes a passive attitude, 
instead of that spirit of aggression which proved so 
unsuccessful; in Vienna, the Emperor has intrusted 
his enlarged Council of the Empire with the charge of 
preparing a plan for a constitution—not an easy work 
in such a country, with so many different races, and 
such a powerful aristocracy. The Hungarian and Bohe¬ 
mian magnates are very impatient of any control on 
the part of the central government; they claim a com¬ 
plete separation of all the States, each with its own 
administration and laws, and wish to reduce the' impe¬ 
rial and federal power to a mere form. By their influ¬ 
ence with the country people, and by making constant 
appeals to the feelings of nationality, they have suc¬ 
ceeded in making the work of the Austrian administra¬ 
tion almost impossible. After I have said that this 
administration is very brutal and very troublesome, it 
is only fair to add that it is generally working in the 
interests of the lower classes against the high nobility. 
It must be remembered that the serfdom in Austria has 
only been abolished since 1848, and that the aristocracy 
keeps still enormous privileges : and what power they 
have still in hand, the great landed proprietors wish to 
keep, and for this purpose separate governments, where 
they would have the upper hand, would be preferable 
to the system of centralization. As no good work can 
be done anywhere without due consideration to all the 
elements in hand, I think that the best plan would be to 
give to Austria a federal government, where all the 
local influences could find their proper place, but to 
secure for the whole monarchy the unity of legislation.

As Invention for Milking Cows.—A mong the feats 
of ingenuity performed by our countrymen is the invention 
of a machine for milking cows, lately patented by L. O. 
Colvin, of Fulton County, in this State. Whoever has read 
the account, given some years since in the Knickerbocker, 
of the Penstattic Hen-Persuader, will find the marvellous 
properties of that imaginary instrument almost equalled by 
the real one of which we speak. 

Four sockets receive the four teats of the cow, and the 
operator, seated beside tbe cow, with the pail between his 
knees, works two small air-pumps, one on each side, which 
drain the teats bv a process like that of nature, drawing 
but the milk, and'releasing the teats alternately, by short 
intervals of suction. This method has the advantage of the 
common one in cleanliness, and a still greater advantage 
in expedition, for it milks three cows, at least, in the time 
which would be needed for one if milked by the hand. 

A friend who has tried the instrument on. his own cows 
assures ns that the experiment was highly satisfactory. 
The animals did not seem to he incommoded by its opera¬ 
tion, or to dislike it anymore than the usual way— Evening 
j Post 

Desperate Fight with Five Runaway Negroes.— 
On Thursday night last five negro men, who belong to a 
Mr. Small, of Panola County, passed by Abbeville, and 
after proceeding a short distance killed a goose and went 
into a dense undergrowth thicket, kindled a fire, and pro¬ 
ceeded to pick it. A yonng man named Barry, who lives 
at Abbeville, in company with another man whose name 
we did not learn, saw the negroes when going up the track, 
and, after arming themselves with pistols, followed after. 

Throngh the thicket they saw the fire the negroes had 
kindled, and as noiselessly as possible crept np toward them. 
When within about fifteen steps of the camp, Barry tramped 
on a stick which broke with a crack the negroes heard.
